Local Association, by Means of Individ- 


ual Subscriptions, Constructs Drives 
and Parks at Wisconsin's Captital 
—Leading Citizens Contribute Both 
Time and Cash to the Work.

Madison Wie., April -30—Twenty-five 


miles ot carriage drives and bicycle 
track have :been built and are being 
maintained by the private subscriptions 
of Madifion citizens.'-In addition there 
has been laid out many parks and hun- 
dreds of shade trees planted, the whole 
'forming one 6t:the most successful im- 
provements, the result of private enter- 
prise, on record in the northwett. 
For 


this purpose public spirited citizens have 
subscribed and paid §39,793.41 since the 
year 1892. 


The work has all been dono under the 


auspices of the 
Madison Park and 


Pleasure Drive association,- which was 
organized April 10, 1899. under the law 
passed that year. This association sue 
ceeds another organized July 10, 1894, 
The law under which the association 
works is entitled, "An act for the or- 
ganization of corporations to create and 
maintain parks- drives and boulevards 
and hold the same in trust for certain 
classes of cities and to receive gifts and 
grants therefor and to.enable such cities 


. to take hold and .manage property for 
parks, drives and boulevards." 


Eight Year* of Work. 


•The idea of securing drives along the 


lakes and parks in and near . the city 
tovk definite shape eight years ago. 
For the first two years the work was 
carried on by a citizens' committee but 
finally passed into the control cf 
the 


associations organized for the purpote. 
In the by la»s of the association it is 
provided that in acquiring, opening, ex- 
tending parks and drives in and about 
the city of Madison and I)ane county, 
the business shall be without profit to 
any member; The corporation is with- 
out capital and there is ro such thing 
ae a. dividend. 


Any person may become a 
voting 


member of the association on annual 
payment ot $'2"5. Persons contributing 


. 
annually $5 or over, or less than $25, 
become associate members, but have no 
vote save in altering constitution and 
by laws.

In addition there have been gifts for 


one, park amounting to nearly §6,000 
and. so far in 1900 the contributions 
have reached 83,773.50 by 387 contrib- 
utors, seventy-one of whom gave 825, 
four 815 and eighty-nine $10 each. 


The result has been, says President 


Olin, that there are now twenty five miles 
ot drives through parks and along the

lake shore. 


The association aims first to keep in 


good repair the drives under its control 
and to make certain other permanent im- 
provements within the limitsof available 
funds. Last year a. macadam roud a 
half milo long was built around wood 
and .bay. This is a portion ot Farwell 
drive, which WBB originally constructed 
across a sand bed. 
A trench 
was dug 


out and filled up with clay and topped 
with three inches of gravel. This is a 
fair sample of some of the work under- 
taken by the association. They kept on 
working on this particular road until 
finally a etone driveway costing nearly 
8500 was built. 


A close supervision of all the 
roncls 


leading out/of the city was maintained 
and one after another they were taken 
in hand and improved. 


During the past year there were 


planted in the spring 664 deciduous or 
shade trees, 101) evergreens, 360 shrubs, 
all costing 8-100. This was followed in 
the fall by the planting of 700 native 


shrubs and trees, such as wild crabapple, 
choke cherries, elders, sumac, wild'dog- 
wood, etc. 
The whole of this fall work 


was accomplished with the expenditure 
of only $189.86. The total expense of 
the year in tree planting was 8589.86 
for

shrubs.

The association accepted the .offer of 


D. K, Kenney to give' $4.000 for the 
purchase and improvement of a tract of 
land for the park.

.Pretoria, Monday, May 7.— The offi- 


cial closing of 
the 1S99 volksraad, 


which' broke up unofficially in Septem-. 
her last, took place 'today. The vacant1 
seats of Gen. .Toubert and Gen. Decock 
and others were filled with flowers; 
The hall was crowded, a. large numbei 
of ladies being prssent. 
In the prayer 


of the chaplain an allusion to General 
Joubert moved many to tears. 
After 


.the prayer the rand adjourned to the 
afternoon, when the session of 1900 
was opened. The ceremonies were ac- 
companied by the customary salute. 
President Kruger arrived, in the state 
carriage with the usual escort. 
All 


the diplomatists and' foreign attaches, 
including General Gonrko, the Russian 
attache, were present. 
The raadzaal 


was crowded to Its fullest capacity and 
the scene was most impressive. Pres- 
ident Kruger, in his speech opening 
the session, alluded feelingly to the 
vacancies. 
Referring to Gen. Joubert 


he said: 


"Future generations will be able to 


judge the work of the deceased, whose 
demeanor inspired the enemy with re- 
spect and whose humane and brave 
conduct gave fame and importance to- 
the state among civilized nations." He- 
was 'profundly struck, he said, by the 
proof of sincere friendship given by. 
the people of the Free , State who had 
fulfilled their obligations to the Trans- 
vaal under the treaty. 
They realized 


that a united front was required, as 
an attack upon the independence of tho 
Transvaal meant a threat against the 
Free State. 
He h.ad implicit confi- 


dence in the future of the Afrikander 
nation. By deeds the Free State had 
shown, the president declared, a good 
example to the people of the Trans- 
vaal, which had proved of great moral 
value to those guiding the efforts of 
a small state to maintain its inde- 
pendence. He. was pleased to say that 
the relations of the Transvaal with the 
foreign states, with the exception oE 
Great Britain, ware good. 


The president concluded with a ref- 


erence to the Free State loan and sug- 
gested that the session be not prolong- 
ed and that only matters of importance 
be dealt with. 
In a moving peroration 


he invoked the blessing and help of tie 
Almighty. The proceedings terminat- 
ed with unusually impressive speeches 
and prayers. 
Fifty out of a total of 


sixty legislators were, present, several 
of them still suffering from wounds.

Freezing temperatures were reported 


from nearly all portions of the state dur- 
ing the latter part of the week, and ice 
from one fourth to one-half of an inch in 
thickness formed during the nights of 
the 3rd, 4th, and 5th in many localities. 


A few points in the northern portion 


ot the state report temperatures as low 
as 16 degrees. 


No rain fell 'during the week, except 


at a few points in the central and west- 
ern counties. The soil is becomini? very 
dry BEQ rain is budly needed for past 
ures, which are reported to be about ten 
days behind the average condition at 
this date. 


The week was favorable for farm work 


and seeding is now practically complet- 
ed. Early sown grain is coming up 
nicely, but the cold weather und lack 
of moisture have retarded the germina- 
tion of late sowings. 
In some localities 


the effect of tbe freezing temperatures 
was very noticeable on early-sown oate 
and barley, but it ie believed that no ma- 
terial injury resulted.

The opposition to the reso- 
lution was based on the grounds thai 
the information concerning the manu- 
facture of oleomargarine collected by 
the commissioner of internal revenue 
is confidential and could riot be rr.ade 
public. The friends of pure food were 
in control in the house when the reso- 
lution was taken up, and by a vote of 
136 to 82 sustained Mr. Tawne'y. The 
secretary of the treasury has discretion 
under the resolution and may not fur- 
nish the information called for by the 
house, but it is believed that he will 
send in a report.

Eight-Hour Bill 
Reported. 


Washington, 
May 
9. — Chairman 


Gardner of the committee on labor 
made a report to the house on the 
Gardner eight-hour bill, which requires 
a clause in all government contracts 
that the labor under the contract shall 
not exceed eight hours daily. The re- 
port says in part: 
"The proposition 


that without variation the elimination 
of intemperance, poverty, pauperism, 
ignorance, crime and their accompa- 
nying evils move parallel with and 
proportionate to the increase of the 
social opportunities of the laboring 
class stands without impeachment of 
its historical accuracy. No recognized 
authority today combats the proposi- 
tion that the condition of the laborer 
has improved with every reduction in 
the hours of daily service that has up' 
to this time been made." The report 
presents an elaborate review of the 
eight-hour legislation in all the states 
and the previous eight-hour statutes 
enacted by the federal government.

Krag-Jorgensen rifle would penetrate 
green wood, the difference being that 
•the armor plates split from the point 
of impact. It is said this was true of 
the Krupp armor as well as of the 
other armor tested. • The shell which 
was so effective was not described; in- 
deed, the navy department is guarding 
jealously all details 
concerning its 


construction.

Tillman made at a' secret session of 
the senate is that with such a projec- 
tile in the possession of the govern- 
ment, the details of which sooner or 
later will become known to other gov- 
ernments, it would not be the part of
